Gammons spent last even- 
ing visiting; numerous hotels and saloons 
at North End; two young men, whose ac- 
quaintances he picked up, accompanied 


him. 


The pirty continued the rounds after 


the saloons closed. At 4 o'clock, near At, 
lantic avenue, Gammons alleges that his 
companions stole his watch and pushed 
him in the water. 
Gammons caught the 


wharf pier and attempted to climb when 
the men again pushed him back. 


He clung desperately to the supports 


and then the men threw pepper in his 
eyes. Gammon's shouts attracted the at- 
tention of officer McDevitt, who reached 
the wharf just as Gammons was s'ving 
up. 


The poliaetaen succeeded iu pulling Gam 


monsfroin the water, but was himself 
blinded by a mass of pepper the high- 
waymen threw in his eyes. The officer 
attacked the men, however, and after a 
fierce struggle landed them in the police 
station. 


They gave their names as Thomas Mc- 


Cullough, 28, ol' New York, William Hall, 
30, no residence. Gxinmons is recovering 
under restoratives.

Shortly before 
5 o'clock the Schenlcy Park bridge caught 
fire and burned rapidly but the firemen 
succeeded in saving it from total destruc- 
tion. A number of persons was Injured, 
but none seriously.

The Lecturer is Favored with a Large 


and Appreciative Audience. 


Hev. Dr. Lyman Abbott of Plymouth 


church, Brooklyn and editor-in-chief of 
the Outlook lectured last night in the 
Congregational church on "Oar Homes 
and their Enemies." The lecturer was 
favored with a very fine audience. It was 
of good size, highly intelligent and very 
appreciative. 


Dr. Abbott was introduced by Rev. A. 


B. Penniman of Adams, to whom belongs 
the thanks of the people of this section 
for the opportnnity of hearing the great 
preacher and editor. 
Dr. Aobott pre- 


faced hia lecture by tributary reference 
to the strong men who bad occupied as 
pastors the plattorm which he stood 
upon as lecturer. The lecturer first spoke 
of the importance of the home, arguing 
that if the church, Bible and ministers 
were burned the home would remain so 
long as the mother retained her piety 
and the father his probity. A new church 
would spring up. 
But let the church 


seem intact, the mother forget her piety, 
the father forget his probity and there is 
nothing to save the church from falling: 
into the worst of all infidelities, untruth 


Dr. Abbott considered 
among the 


greatest enemies of the time, divorce, 
arising out of a wrong conception of the 
marriage 
relation and making the 


marriage sacrament a civil contract, 
which can be dissolved at the will of the 
co-equal partners, the husband and'wife. 
This conception, he said, is-Pagan. The 
tendency to crowd into cities is another 
enemy of the home, helping to make us a 
nomadic race. Self indulgence is another 
enemy. 
Love is the condition of the 


home and self sacrifice is of love. Shift- 
lessness and the spirit of criticism are two 
more enemies. 


Among the things making for better 


homes Dr. Abbott finds the higher educa. 
tion for women—not an education fitting 
them to be wives and mothers, as some 
express themselves, but fitting them to be 
better women. The doctor says the hus 
band should be head of the household, 
and in so saying he does not mean that 
the man is superior to the woman. 
Headship, he says, does npt imply superi- 
ority. His advice is: Learn a lesson from 
the birds,—get married and -build the 
home afterwards. Own a home and put 
the best of yourself into it. Don't make 
more of the things of your home than the 
persons. Hake your home a refuge, make 
ii a school, make it a churoh.
